Set Fire to the County Bagtlle. 


Saturday afternoon the prisoners on 


the east side of tbe county jail made a 
desperate attempt to eel fire to the roof 
of the building, in the hope that during 
the excitement which would naturally 
follow, tbe doors of the prison would be 
open and they might eecupe tbe just pun- 
ishment that 
awaits some of them 


Those on that side of the jail that after- 
noon were Charley Staincs, Al. McGood- 
win, Sprague McDonald, Bemis Love, 
Frank Kramer, Bicbard Morgan, Tom 
Gibb.°, John Oaldwell and Sam Smith. 


The prisonerp, by using a broom stick, 


reached tbe ventilator opening over the 
eatt corridor, and stuffed it full of a toin 
blanket, meats and other inflammable ar- 
ticles. They set it on fire, and anxiously 
awaited the lesnlt, believing that the roof 
would become ignited and a general con- 
flagration ensue. 
But it so happened 


that Bob Foster, son of the Sheriff, had 
occasion to open the door of the Bitio, 
soon after the match was applied. He 
found the attic filled with smoke. He 
gave the alarm, and after a search that 
consumed eome time, the fire in the ven- 
tilator opening was located and extin- 
guished. The flamea had shot up and 
charred the rafters, and but for the timely 
discovery the roof would soon have been 
in flamea. 


Of course none of the prisoners will 


"peach" on the others, bnt in order to 
bag the gang all 
of them will be 


indicted for arson. The penalty is one 
to twenty years in the penitentiary. 


It would have been useless for the

How F»r«.-> Houses Can Be Made to took 


Pleasing In Winter. 


Farmers of moderate means and 


small farms, who wish to bare pleasant 
homes, and to make them pleasant to 
their children, should keep tha sur- 
roundings of their dwellings neat and 
tidy till the snows of winter close the 
autumn work. It happens too often 
that in the hurry of late autumn opera- 
tions, various kinds of rubbish are 
scattered and left on the ground, such 
as straw, leayes, pieces of boards and 
the various refuse materials from the 
winter storage of apples, potatoes, corn, 
etc. It requires no more work in the 
end to keep the ground clear of these 
defacing objects, than to clean them 
up after they are half decayed at some 
future time. 
Such work is controlled 


by habit; and the owner who acquires 
the habit of keeping everything clean 
and neat, does it without effort and 
with very little additional time and 
labor. Among other matters, many 
dwellings are rendered somewhat re- 
pulsive all winter, and, in late autnmn 
and early spring, by the necessary pro- 
tection of their cellars from frost, and 
by the unnecessarily rough manner in 
which this protection is given.

DRYING TOMATOES. 


An Italian Custom Wlin-h Slight He Intro- 


duced in This Country. 


In Italy an extensive business is car- 


ried on in drying tomatoes to use dur- 
ing those portions of the year when 
fresh fruit can not be obtained. Ac- 
cording to the Hural Rerord, tomatoes 
are grown, for the most part, between 
rows o£ grape vines. Sometimes the 
tomatoes are trained on the lower bars 
of the trellis to which the vines are 
attached. 
The tomatoe' nro allowed 


to remain on the branches until they 
are quite ripe; they are tlu-n picked 
and pressed in bags made of coarse 
cloth which allows the pulp to pass 
through, but which retains the seeds 


, 
, 
, 


still less ornamental practice of heap- 
ing manure against the cellar walls. 
We have referred to this matter on a

Tho 
branches should be cut so as to be just 
long enough to reach from the top to 
the bottom of the sloping bank of 
leaves; and they must be placed in- 
verted to shed the rain. 
Since the 


iime when nurserymen had made ever- 
green trees abundant and cheap, and 
>f the many which have been set out in 
,he last twenty years, more or less re- 
quire shapening orshorteuing in to keep 
;hem within bounds, or to preserve 
their symmetiv, and this pruning, done 
in the' late fall, gives a good supply ot 
branches for the work here mentioned, 
as well as for the protect on of the 
strawberry beds, half-tender roses, and 
for other purposes. A neat covering 
may be given to the circular Bower 
beds of the la\\n, by placing evergreen 
branches in a circle, radiating from 
the center. For plants which retain 
their green leaves in winter, no other 
covering should be given, as it might 
cause smothering and decay; but if the 
leaves of'the plants die or drop before 
winter, a few inches, or even a foot of 
drv leaves, may be first placed on the 
bed, and then held in position with the 
evergreens. 
Lawns and surroundings of dwell- 


ings are sometimes rendered need- 
lessly repulsive with coarse manure 
spread in la> ere over the surface, where 
it remains 'all winter. If manure is 
used at all, it should be in a finely pul- 
verized state and very evenly spread. 
On large lawns, after old manure has 
been applied, it may be finely pulver- 
ized by passing a smoothing harrow or 
similar implement over it several times, 
mixing it with the grass and rendering 
it inconspicuous.— Country Oentleman.

The Coil on Top of the Head and the Backet 


1'lalt the Two Prevailing &t>lcs. 


There are but two prevailing styles 


of hair-dressing, the coil on the top of 
the head and the basket plait, and 
when one of these does not suit the 
face, from its exactly opposite style, 
the other is almost sure to do so. Not 
ions since I went with a younff friend 
to have her hair dressed, and took the 
opportunity for making careful notes 
of the procedure. Tho hair was combed 
from the forehead fringe and divided 
into three equal, parts as it lay on Ihe 
shoulders; it was again sub-divided, 
making an upper and lower plait out 
of the same division. The approved 
method is to take the two middle plaits, 
cross them, and wind them so as to 
form the center 
Be sure and pin 


these securely, fbr they are the founda- 
tion, atid everything depends on its 
firmness ; use small hairpins for this 
part of the arrangement, since long 
ones would be likely to protrude in an 
unsightly manner. I think flat horn 
pins costing about three ceats each, 
are best for this center.

WASHINGTON, D.C., January 20.—Rep- 


resentative A. J. Warner introduced in 
the House yesterday a resolution pro- 
viding for an investigation ol the im- 
provements on -the Lower Mississippi. 
It creates a committee of eleven mem- 
bers of the House—two each from the 
Committees on Appropriation, Oommerce, 
Elvers ana Harbors and Improvement of 
(he Mississippi River, and three from tlie 
House at large, and an army officer not 
below the rank of Captain—which shall 
have a clerk ivho is a stenographer, and 
also a scrgeant-at-avmB, to go to Plum 
Point, 
Providence Beach, Vickaburg, 


Memphis and other points and examine 
the work already done there; the jetties 
at the mouth of the river and the bar out- 
Bide to a distance of five miles, and see if 
any impediment to the navigation of ships 
drawing twenty-eight feet of water exists. 


The committee may also examine any 


oilier plan for improving the river, deep- 
cuing the channel and incidentally pro- 
tecting the alluvial lands, and report to 
Congress, by April 3d next. The commit- 
tee is empowered to send for persons and 
papers, administer oaths and take testi- 
mony. The resolution was referred to 
the Committee on Enles. 


Bridging the Kill Von-Knll. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., January 20.—The 


Bouse Committee on Commerce yester- 
day afternoon heard an argjment by Rep- 
resentative Phelps, of New Jersey, against 
the bill authorizing the Staten Island 
(Baltimore & Ohio) Railroad Company to 
bridge tbe Kill-Von-Kull in New Jersey.

He surrendered to the authorities, 
but was released, the Coroner's jury hav- 
ing rendered a verdict to the effect that 
in their opinion he acted in self-defense. 


On the 18th of January, 1884, McKenna 


shot and killed E. Wilson, the proprietor 
of a gambling house here, under similar 
circumstances. The coincidence is made 
more remarkable in that both difficulties 
occurred at about the same hour. On 
the day after McKenna killed Wilson he 
was indicted for murder, tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged. 
On appeal 


to the Supreme Court McKenna was 
granted a new trial, and was out on bail 
when killed. He was a native of this 
city. Marshall came here from Memphis. 


The President of a Female OoUejre on

PITTSBURGH, PA., January 20.—An in- 


vestigation into the charge of immorality 
preferred against Rev. Dr. J.C. FershinR, 
President of the Pittsburgh Penrnle Col- 
lege, of this city, was instituted yester- 
day afternoon.

ization, the complaints were read. The 
first charge consisted of borrowing and 
using the funds of the pupils of the 
school. The second charge was for obtain- 
ing; money unler false pretenses, and had

The third charge is 


for lying and immorality, and recounts 
the transaction the doctor had with the 
rieartleld County Bank.

in my small way, am an antiquity.

may be 1 am among strangers, and that 
the printer of to-day is nnt the printer of 
thirty-five years ago. I knew him. I lit 
his fires. I dusted his office and drew 
his water from the village pump. I pick- 
ed the type from under his stand in the 
mornings, and if lie was there to see, I 
put the good type back in the case and 
the bad ones in the hell-box; and if he 
was not there I dumped the lot with the 
"pi." 
I used to carry around the papers, 


and was the endnrlng target of all the 
dogs in the village. I wish I had a nickel 
for every dog bite 1 have got on me. 1 
could keep M. Pasteur in business for a 
year. The subscribers for our paper paid 
ia groceries, and the country ones paid in 
cabbages or coid-wood—that was, when 
they did. When they did we always men- 
tioned it in tlie paper and gave them n 
puff. If we failed to do this they stopped 
their paper. They all directed the policy 
of the paper. One man paid in cash, and 
he owned us body and soul.

We used to take outthe telegraphic items 
arid lay them on a galley. Then we'd 
change the dates and shove them into the 
piipur day after day, until public Interest 
in them was worn to the bone. I have 
seen at. d. advertisement of a Sheriff's 
sale booming along serenely t\vo years 
after the sale had taken place. 
Our 


yearly "ads" were patent 
medicine 


electrotypes and we used to 
fence 


with them when the 
column 
rules 


were worn out. When we pied a 
form we suspended until next week. Wo 
always suspended when fishing was good. 
The editor was a poet. When his intel- 
lects suppurated and discharged a poem, 
he would read it to the printers and ask 
them what they thought of it. They al- 
ways scraped their rules on their boxes 
while he was reading and when he was 
done they always said it was hog-wash. 
They were very frank and candid people. 
I can look back now and see that old of- 
fice «ith its candle in the k box. But 
perhaps I sina the glories of a forgotten 
age to unfamiliar ears and I will stop." 


THK KANSAS LEGISLATURE. 


Extra Session to Beapportlon the State 


and for Other Purposes. 


TOPKKA, KAS., January 20.—The Kan- 


sas Legislature convened in special ses- 
sion yesterday. This ia the second spo- 
cial meeting which has been called since 
the State adopted the biennial system for 
the assembling of its law-making body. 
The first, which lasted but six days, was 
held in 1888 upon the proclamation of 
Governor Glick, to take the necessary 
steps to prevent the 'spread of foot and 
mouth 
disease 
among cattle. 
The 


principal object of the present session 
is to perform a duty' imposed upon 
the legislature by the constitution to re- 
apportion the State for legislative pur- 
poses. There arc, however other matters 
which demand attention, and which can 
not await the regular session in January 
of next year. 
The last Legislature 


created the Bureau of Labor Statistics, 
and the Governor's appointee as chief 
of thai bureau was confirmed by the 
Senate but no provision was made 
for his salary. 
The 
bill providing 


for Improvements at the Slate Reform 
school in this city passed both Houses, 
bat failed to reach the Governor before 
adjournment. Clark and Meade Counties, 
which had been abolished a few years 
before, were recreated, but were not in- 
cluded in any judicial district. These and 
other matters the Governor considered of 
sufficient interest and importance to war- 
rant the reassembling of the Legislature. 
Cinder the law the body can remain In 
session a* long as it chooses, but the 
members can draw pay for thirty days only, 
and the chances are that the session will 
not be prolonged beyond that limit. 


There is considerable speculation as to 


the action, if any, that will be taken re- 
gard! use tlie prohibitory liquor law. It was 
enacted by the same Legislature that con- 
vened yesterday, and there are reports 
that a change will be made prohibiting 
Probate Judges from collecting a fee of 
five cents each on "applications for in- 
toxicating lictaor" filled with them, and 
placing the fee at five cents for filing each 
lot of such 
applications as may be 


brought to him for that purpose. Un- 
der the present mode of collecting fees 
the office of Probate Judge is nn excellent 
one, 
and in many counties that officer 


has a bonanza of immense proportions. 


The Senate meets in its new chamber, 


or, more properly speaking, its remodeled 
chamber. At its last session 976,000 was 
appropriated for tills purpose, and while a 
good deal of work has bean done, the 
chamber is still incomplete. When fin- 
ished it will be elaborate and a model of 
convenience. 


A BOLD SWINDLE.

"The discrepancy between the two in- 
vokes might have been latlributed to a 
mistake, had it not been for the fact that 
the one in the consignee's possession was 
accompanied by a letter, explaining that 
the correct bill had been sent to him and 
a fraudulent one to the Collector in order 
to save him the expense of paying full 
duties on the consignments. As the gen- 
tleman declared that he was not a party 
to the scheme, he was allowed to enter 
the goods at their real valuation, anil the 
case will be reported to the Treasury De- 
partment.
